The President had called upon Messrs. Harmon and

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FEASIBILITY 'OF 
TUNNEL 
IN 


> 
WHITEHORSE GAINING IN 


POPULARITY 


- "It indeed* seems strange that the 
feasibility of a tunnel in the Wffite- 
horse district has not been mentioned 
before," said an old mining man last 
.evening. "'Without a doubt it will tap 
the entire gold reef of the rich dis- 
trict." 
' 
Considerable interest Is being mani- 


fested in the big project. Mining- men 
generally believe that the richest val- 
ues are usually encountered at great 
depth and the 
phenomenal 
surface 


showings on the veins in this district is 
a sufficient incentive to warrant such 
extensive operation. Sufficient develop- 
ment work has- already demonstrated 
that the gold lode is nearly one mile 
wide and as there are a number of 
well defined leads showing great val- 
ues on the surface within this width 
it is probable that a number of 1hese 
•will come together within a few hun- 
dred feet and thus form the gold belt 
of the district. In propositions of this 
character, geologists and experts are 
governed to a large extent by the for- 
mation, character and 
values 
which 
are obtained on the surface, and as 
porphyry and granite, the predominat- 
ing characteiistlcs of the district are 
deemed not only permanent, but in- 
dicate great depth to the leads, mining 
engineers who have given the matter 


" earnest and careful consideration, do 


not hesitate to express the belief tha't 
large and very high grade ore bodies 
will be crosscut in the prosecution of 
this enterprise. 
And while the sur- 


face showing indicates a vast num- 
ber of well defined veins outcropping, 
it is not unreasonable to believe that 
many blind leads will be crosscut in 
the advancement of this 
work 
and 


there ia no reason to think, that these 
blind leads will be smaller or carry 
less values than those already exposed 
by nature. 
The cost of driving such a tunnel Is 


not to exceed one third of that neces- 
sarily Incident to the sinking of a shaft 
for the cost of drifting is obviously 
much cheaper and an enormous cost 
is saved at the outset by doing away 
with the erection of costly hoisting 
and pumping plants; the cost of these 
alone being entriely sufficient to drive 
this tunnel at least 1000 feet, at which 
point it will cut the richest belt in the 
State at a depth of nearly 2000 feet 
and when advanced about 700 feet 
further will tap the belt at the enor- 
mous depth of nearly 3000 feet below 
the apex of the lode. 
It is understood that a number of the 
most experienced 
and 
conservative 


mining operators in the west are be- 
hind this proposition and there seems 
every reason to believe that the re- 
turns on the investment in construct- 
ing this great crosscut tunnel will be 
phenomenal, as the ore will be block- 
ed out in enormous bodies above its 
level and the Truckee river, within 
four miles below will furnish ample 
/power to operate the most extensive 
iplants at a nominal cost and it will 
thus present the most economical and 
judicious opportunity to operate the 
mines and reduce the oies of the fam- 
ous "Whitehorse district. 


IEIBLY LOST HIS LIFE 


IN ELKO COUNTY KILLS 


Jay Clemmons, one of Reno's best 


known citizens, came near losing his 
life while riding in the hills in the 
eastern portion of Nevada three weeks 
ago. 
Mr. Clemmons has not entrely 


recovered from* the effects of the ac- 
ciden. 
He- returned to Reno Sunday 


night. 
Mr Clemmons was looking after his 


sheep interests near Mardls, seventy- 
five miles from Elko. 
The horse he 


•was riding stumbled in a badger hole, 
throwing Mr. Clemmons to the ground 
and falling upon him. Mr. Clemmons' 
right ear was torn, his face was- bruis- 
ed and cr'ushed and one eye was badly 
injured. 
For twenty hours the injur- 


ed man was unconscious and for a 
time it was feared that he would not 
recover. 
A. physician was summoned 


from Elko. 
He succeeded in leliev- 


Ing the injured man. 
Though still suffering from the ef- 
fects of the accident Mr. Clemmons 
is able to be on.Vie streets and it is 
thought will soon be entirely recov- 
ered.

CITY ORDINANCE NO. 32, 


An Ordinance to Fix, Impose and Col- 
lect a License Tax on Certain Trades, 
Business, Occupations, Callings and 
Amusements in the City of Reno; to 
Regulate and Classify the Same, to 
Fix a Penajty for the 
Violation 
Thereof; to 'Define the Duties of Cer-' 
tain Officers in Connection There- 
with, and to Repeal All Ordinances 
and Parts of Ordinances in Conflict 
Therewith. 


The City Council o'f the City of Reno . . 
do ordain: 
quarter. 


SECTION 
1. Every 'person, firm, 
corporation or association'engaged in 
carrying on, maintaining, pursuing, con- 
ducting or transacting, or that hereafter- 
engages in, carries on, maintains, pur- 
sues, conducts or transacts in the City 
of Reno the trade, business, occupa- 
tion, calling 
or 
pursuit hereinafter 
named, shall obtain from said city and 
shall pay therefor the license herein 
specified. 
SECTION 2. All licenses 
shall 
be 
taken out quarterly, monthly, weekly 
or daily, as provided herein and shall 
be paid for in advance. 
All licenses taken out pursuant to the 
requirements of this ordinance shall be 
posted and kept by the party or parties 
taking out the same in a conspicuous 
place or in or about the place of bus- 
iness of the person or persons, firm or 
corporation who obtain the same, and 
on demand, during the usual hours of 
business, must be shown to the officer 
•whose duty it is to collect such license, 
and the officer whose duty it is to issue 
the same. 
SECTION 3. Any person, firm, asso- 
ciation or corporation whose duty It 
it shall be under the requirements of 
this ordinance to take out a license who 
shall fail to do so at the time required, 
or within five days thereafter, shall pay 
as a penalty for such delay one dollar 
in addition to the original amount of 
such license, and shall be liable to a 
civil action for the recovery thereof 
•with costs, and to a criminal action 
wherein on conviction, he, she, they or 
tit shall be fined in a sum not exceeding 
one hundred dollars, or shall be im- 
prisoned in the city jail not to exceed 
fifty days, or both such fine and impris- 
onment.

SECTION 4. All licenses provided by 
this ordinance to be procured, shall be 
-printed in appropriate form with mar- 
ginal stub attached, stitched tog-ether, 
bound in books, and shall be so printed 
that on issuance

of the party or parties to whom the

fore issuance they shall be signed by 
the Mayor, or in his absence or inabil- 
ity to act, by the Mayor pro tern, and 
countersigned by the City Clerk.
